Law Would Cause Fur- 
ther Migration From 
Farm Areas, Says Repre- 
sentative of Publishers. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(/)— 
Unsound, ruinous and the product of 
theorists were appellations applied ‘to 
the administration-indorsed unemploy- 
Sment insurance bill today by repre- 
sentatives of industry and of the 
American Bar Association. 

They brought to the house ways 
ahd means subcommittee the views of 
the National Publishers’ Association, 
the American Transit Association, 
Nationa] Editorial Association and the 
Tilinois. Manufacturers’ Association. 

“The social legislation workers, 
whose views are represented in this 
bill, are more accustomed to dealing 
with theories than facts,” said George 
©. Lucas, of New York, of the pub- 
lishers’ association. 

“On paper, a 5 per cent tax on pay 
rolls may be ideal, but in practice it 
would result in the definite retarding 
of business recovery. 

“Publishers of small-town newspa- 
pers have difficulty in providing cash 
necessary to meet weekly pay rolls 
without being oblizged to put aside an- 


other 5 per cent in order to pay this | 


tax. 
“Cannot Absorb Tax.” 

“The newspapers, which we repre- 
pent, cannot absorb this new tax. 

“It would hasten mechanization of 
all processes and thus permanently re- 
duce employment. It will force em- 
ployers to keep wage rates at the low- 
est possible minimum and thus re- 
duce the amount of the tax. 

“This bill will cause further 
gration from the farm areas to 
industria] areas and will invite che 
transfer from the class of those not 
gr eyed employed, in order to share 
n the unemployment benefits. 

“Unemployment ingnrance, which 
in many instances places a premium 
on indolence would unquestionably de- 
feat this proposed plan of the ad- 
ministration to place workers in the 
areas of lower living costs and keep 
them gainfully employed.” 

Testifying briefly along the same 
lines, Walter Allen, of the Na- 
tional Editorial Association, Brook- 
line, Mass., told the committee “We 
fre an industry that can't possibly 
pass any of the tax along.” 

Charles Denby Jr., chairman of the 
American Bar Association's commit- 
tee on unemployment insurence law, 
contended such a plan would tend to 
promote unemployment on its own ac- 
count by increasing the cost of manu- 
factured articles. 

“The imposition on industry at this 
time of the tax burden contemplated 
by this measure would render busi- 
ness recovery absolutely hopeless,” 
said James L. Donnelly, executive vice 
president of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. 

A. K. Barta, Washington 
sentative of the American Transit As- 
sociation, complained it would result

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eral Reserve Bank Review Shows. 


Continued gains in business, 
nance, agriculture and industry were 
reported by the federal reserve bank 
for the sixth federal reserve district 
during February and part of March. 

Figures released Friday in the 
monthly review of financial, trade, in- 
dustrial and agricultural conditions 
showed forward strides in the volume 
of retail trade and in textile *activi- 
ties and employment for February 
over January. The sixth district com- 
prises all or part of Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Tennessee. 

Though the report noted declines in 
building permits and construction con- 
tracts, the volume of projects was 
three times greater than for the same 
period of 1933. 

Sixty-one reporting department 
stores in the district had a 17.4 per 
cent daily average increase in Febru- 
ary over January of 1934 and a 34.3 
per cent increase over February of 
1933. Although whol sale trade de- 
clingd 7.1 per cent the volume was 
65.3 “g! cent greater than in the same 


month of 1933. 
Employment Gains. 
February showed an increase of 9.5 
per cent in the daily average con- 
sumption of cotton over the same 
month last year and was 2.6 per cent 
higher than in January of 1934. In- 
creases of 7.4 per cent were shown 
in the production of pig iron in Febru- 
ary over the preceding month, and the 
production of coal in’ Alabama and 
Tennessee was also greater.

Working forces in textile mills, rail- 
roads, and in the automobile industry 
increased but in mines employment 
showed little change.

Farm Acreage Increasing. 

Banking conditions were declared 
sound and the increase in deposits 
from the middle of February to the 
middle of Marek was $1,000,000,000, 
reflecting the imports of gold from 
foreign countries, purchases by the 
banks of government and other securi- 
ties and a growth in bankers’ bal- 
ances. 

In the agricultural field, the de- 
partment of agriculture estimated that 
farmers in the United States would 
plant greater acreages in oats, grain, 
peanuts, beans, potatoes and hay, but 
would decrease the acreage of corn, 
spring wheat, rice and tobacco. In 
Florida, the production of oranges was 
estimated at 16,500,000 boxes, more 
than 1,000,000 more than was indi- 
cated last month. 

The review also recorded a higher 
volume of trdde in naval stores mar- 
kets at Savannah, Jacksonville and 
Pensacola, Fla.

NEW YORK, March 30.—(/)— 
Two behemoths of American industry 
—United States Steel Corporation and 
General Electric Company—announced 
today that they will fatten pay en- 
velopes of approximately 175,000 em- 
ployes April 1. 

These increases brought to at least 
400,000 the number of workers who 


have been promised such pay boosts 
within the last four days. 

s With the steel corporation’s an- 
nouncement, workers throughout vir- 
tually the entire steel industry were 
assured of 10 per cent wage increases. 
Bethlehem, National and other large 
producers had posted similar rises 
earlier in the week. 

United States Steel’s wage boost, 
which applies to practically all its 
subsidiaries, was described as “ap- 
proximately 10 per cent,” a figure 
agreed upon by the corporation after 
conferences with employes’ representa- 
tive groups, “subject to such adjust- 
ment as may become desirable and mu- 
tually satisfactory.” 

A similar increase was granted to 
the corporation’s clerical and sales 
forces in the lower-salary brackets, 
but miners and _ transportation em- 
ployes were excluded. 

General Electric provided 10 per 
cent increases in all full-time salaries 
of $2,600 or less annually, and in all 
hourly wage rates. The announcement, 
made by Gerard Swope, president, fol- 
lowed a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors,

WASHINGTON, March 30.—(4)— 
Members of the house sugar bloc to- 
day decided to accept the revised 
Jones-Costigan sugar control bill. 

A spokesman for the group said “It 
is the best we can get and with plant- 
ing time coming on our only hope is 
that congress will pass it quickly.” 

The statement was made by Repre- 
sentative Cummings, democrat, Col- 
orado, after Chairman Jones, demo- 
crat, Texas, of the agriculture commit- 
tee, said he planned to call up the bill 
for action in the house Monday under 
procedure precluding amendments. 

Speaker Rainey said he would rec- 
ognize Jones to bring up the bill under 
a suspension of house rules requiring 
a two-thirds vote for passage. 

The revised bill, increasing the quota 
for domestic, sugar beet growers from 
1,450,000 to 1,550,000 tons and allocat- 
ing 260.000 tons to cane growers, was 
ordered reported by the agriculture 
committee, 13 to 6.

“With the big surplus on hand it 
seems that the quota is reasonably fair 
but we feel that the domestic pro- 
ducers should be allowed: to produce 
all the sugar they want to with im- 
ports limited,” Cummings said.

Provisions of Bill. 

The measure includes sugar as a 
basic commodity under the farm ad- 
justment act and gives Secretary Wal- 
lace broad power in levying a process- 
ing tax to provide funds for benefit 
payments to growers. 

Instead of fixing quotas for im- 
portations as suggested by President 
Roosevelt in his message to congress 
asking for a control bill, the new meas- 
ure gives the secretary of agriculture 
authority to fix imports on the basis 
of an average three-year period be- 
tween 1925 and 1933. 

This power is effective on sugar im- 
ports from Hawaii, Porto Rico, Amer- 
ican Samoa, Cuba, Guam, Canal Zone 
and other sugar-producing areas. 

In addition, authority is given the 
secretary to fix quotas from any area 
producing less than 250,000 long tons 
without regard to the three-year basis.

ISTANBUL, Turkey, March 30— 
(P)—The Turkish government was re- 
liably reported tonight to have decid- 
ed that the case of Samuef_Insull 
comes under Article 9 of the Turkish 
penal code and that therefore he 
should be hamded over to -\merican 
authorities. : 

This clause provides that if a for- 
eign government asks an accused per- 
son to be handed over, a penal court 
studies the documents in the case and 
determines the nature of the accusa- 
tions. Afterwards the government 1s 
free to relinquish the accused person 
to the requesting government. _ 

It was reported without confirma- 
tion that the 74-year-old fugitive at- 
tempted to dash from his cabin aboard 
the @reek tramp steamer Maiotis and 
throw himself into the Bosporus, but 
police restrained him and returned 
him to his cabin where he was placed 
under guard. 

The little Greek freighter on which 
he fled from Greece nearly two weeks 
ago was given the freedom of Istanbul 
harbor—this change from a trausit 
status making it easier for the Turk- 
ish government to exercise jurisdic- 
tion—and the former Chicago utilities 
operator was held a virtual prisonet 
while his extradition to the United 
States was considefed. 

Orders from Ankara, the capital, 
for his actual arrest or for the re 
lease of his vessel, the Maiotis, were 
expected hourly. 

American Ambassador Robert P-.

TURKEY TO SEIZE 
INSULL FOR U. S.

the Danube, and the matter‘of Tur- 
nt jurisdiction may be considered, 
subject to treaty stipulations. 

These points, plus the probable ef- 
fect the arrest of Insull aboard a Greek 
ship may have on Turko-Greek rela- 
tions presumably have been occupying 
government officials before replying 
to the American request.

Regulations Violated. 

Violation of Turkish ~transiting 
regulations may have had sométhing 
to do with the detaining of the Maiotis, 
it was said. 

According to- these regulations, 
boats signaling a transit passage at 
Chanak Castle, official outpost on 
the Dardanelles, must make the 130- 
mile run from there to Istanbul in 
not more than 14 hours. The Maiotis 
took more than 24 hours. 

The possibility was seen that In- 
sull, who chartered the craft, and the 
ship’s agent here might be arrested 
and tried in Greek courts for an in- 
fraction of this ruling. 

Meanwhile 10 polie forming the 
harbor control force remained aboard 
the decrepit and 45-year-old Maiotfis. 
which was anchored beneath the 
shadow of the famous Seraglio palace. 
Insull was still in seclusion below. 

The director of the harbor police 
refused all requests for permission to 
board the vessel. He is normally qual- 
ified to give such permission, and no 
reason was given for his refusal. 

He said the crew of the Maiotis 
was free to Yand, but the captain 
did not allow the sailors to go ashore, 
since, it was said, Insull gave strict 
orders that the ship must be ready 
at all times to leave if the detaining 
order should be lifted. 

Insull is wanted in the United 
States to face charges of embezzle- 
ment and larceny in connection with 
the collapse of the Insull utilities. He 
battled against extradition for 17 
months in Greece, but the Turkish 
government was said to be anxious 
to do nothing to compromise cordial 
relations with America. 

An extradition pact between Tur-

WASHINGTON GIVEN PROMISE 
OF INSULL’S EXTRADITION 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—(#)— 
Samuel Insull has apparently been 
trapped on his little Greek cargo boat 
in the narrow waterway separating 
southeastern Europe and Asia. 

The one-time czar of a middle wes- 
ern uitilities empire was “detained” 
on board the steamer Maiotis in Is- 
tanbul harbor tonight while Turkish 
authorities considered legal means by 
which he can be arrested and turned 
over to the United States. 

As the aftermath of an exchange 
of cables between the state depart- 
ment and Robert P. Skinner. Ameri- 
can ambassador to Turkey, the Turk- 
ish government today definitely prom- 
ised the United States that it would 
arrest and detain Insull for extradi- 
tion proceedings. 

Pending the receipt of the text of 
the warrant for. his arrest and the 
“judicial record” the Istanbul authori- 
ties were merely detaining the Maiotis, 
the little vessel on which Insull has 
been sailing near-eastern seas seek- 
ing a haven of refuge. A formal arrest 
would be made, authorities promised 
Ambassador Skinner as quickly as the 
required legal papers were received.

ROOSEVELT GIVEN 
SALUTE BY BRITISH 


High Honors Accorded 
President on Visit to 
Nassau, Bahamas. 


NASSAU, Bahamas, March 30— 
(UP)—With a British light cruiser 
booming forth a 21-gun slute, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sailed into this quaint 
tropic city today aboard Vincent As- 
tor’s yacht Nourmahal in his quest 
for rest and relaxation from the cares 
of office. 

All the honors due a high dignitary 
were accorded Mr. Roosevelt in spite 
of the fact that his visit was unof- 
ficial. 

Not only were naval honors accord- 
ed him, but the usual civil .cere- 
nies, with all their color and tradi- 
tion, were staged for the benefit of 
America’s chief executive at present 
on yacation cruise in British waters. 

Although Mr. Roosevelt did not go 
ashore, every courtesy in the lexicon of 
international law and procedure was 
carried through by Sir Bede Clifford, 
governor-general of the Bahamas, 
when the yacht Nourmahal steamed 
into port accompanied by the U. S. S. 
Ellis, a destroyer. . 

The British cruiser Danae signaled 
the approach of the Roosevelt party 
into foreign waters by firing the 
presidential salute which was return- 
ed by the dipping of the ensigns of the 
Noufmahal and the Ellis. 

VISITS PRESIDENT. 

Immediately thereafter, Sir Bede 
Clifford called upon Mr. Roosevelt 
and Vincent Astor, having luncheon 
aboard the Nourmahal. Because of 
the unofficial nature of the visit the 
traditional ceremonies in connection 
with the visit were largely dispensed 
with. 

Sir Bede boarded the yacht with 
Lady Clifford and his daughter, Mrs. 
J. B. Gurney, of Cleveland, Ohio. 
They remained as the guests of Mr. 
Roosevelt and Astor for more than 
two hours, chatting of incidents that 
occurred when the Nourmahal brought 
Mr. Roosevelt to Nassau in February 
of 1933 as president-elect. 

The visiting program was concluded 
when Captain Robert White, of Ellis. 
paid a courtesy call upon the presi- 
dent in accordance with custom, which 
was almost immediatelv by Captain 
Knox of the Dane, 

After several hours in the harbor 
the Nourmahal got under way slowly 
for Andros island, also in the Ba- 
hamas, where Mr. Roosevelt planned 
to angle for the gameybone fish and 
barracuda.

BIDDING 1S OPENED 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(?)— 
Moving back toward private trans- 
portation of the air mail, the post- 
office department today invited bids 
for temporary air mail contracts over 
21 routes covering 1,800 miles. 

Reiterating that companies whose 
contracts were annulled could not bid 
and that such companies as were rep- 
resented at the 1930 conference must 
expel those who represented them at 
that gathering, Postmaster-General 
Farley’s advertisement re-established 
the 45-cent maximum rate of pay per 
airplane mile which operated prior 
to the cancellation. The maximum 
range is from 41 to 45 cents. 
Variable rates of compensation 
which formerly allowed a contractor 
to be paid at a higher rate for a 
given route if he had certain addition- 
al equipment were not re-established. 

Requirements More Liberal. 

Requirements for passenger equip- 
ment are more liberal than formerly. 
Under the old plan. exact seating ar- 
rangement and other requirements 
were often included, but now the 
phrase “passenger equipment” is the 
most stringent used. The minimum 
speed provision is 110 miles an hour 
as contrasted with the 100-mile-an- 
‘hour provision formerly laid down. 
| The bids are returnable April 19 
, and are to be opened at noon on April

The _ invitation of Chairman 
Doyal, of the state revenue com- 
mission to all persons interested in 
traffic problems to attend the forth- 
coming conference in Atlanta of 
the motor vehicle administrators of 
13 states should be accepted gen- 
eraliy by officials charged with the 
direction of traffic law enforce- 
ment. 

The conference, which will be 
presided over by T. McCall Frazier, 
director of the motor vehicle de- 
partment of Virginia, will discuss 
such subjects as drivers’ license 
laws, uniform traffic laws and other 
methods which have proven suc- 
cessful elsewhere in reducing. the 
constantly increasing toll in death 
and property loss on the public 
thoroughfares. 

No more serious problem, affect- 
ing the physical and economic wel- 
fare of the people of the south, is 
faced by the law-makers of the 
States in this section than the so- 
lution of existing traffic conditions 
on rural highways and city streets. 


Every year several thousand men, 
women and children are killed in 
motor car crashes in the south, 
many thousands more are injured, 
and property running into millions 
of dollars is destroyed. A further, 
and serious, phase of the economic 
loss is the large amount of time 
lost to business interests by those 
involved in such accidents. 


Other sections, more prompt to 
realize the serious nature of the 
threat to the public welfare arising 
from lack of proper traffic control, 
have enacted regulations that have 
resulted in the reduction of their 
mortality rates and property loss 
from 331-3 to 50 per cent. 

Chief among these _ protective 
Steps are drivers’ license laws by 
which the mentally and physically 
unfit can be kept from behind the 
drivey’s wheel; state police forces 
to put a check on reckless and 
drunken driving on the public high- 
ways, and the elimination of grade 
crossings and other dangerous high- 
way conditions tending to encour- 
age serious accidents. 

Georgia is without any of these 
precautions—necessary, as the re- 
sult in the increase in speed and 
weight of automobiles, to safeguard 
its citizens and their property. It

ENLARGED TASK FOR AAA. 

The federal agricultural adjust- 
ment administration—commonly re- 
ferred to as the AAA—now faces a 
program far more difficult than 
was its task last summer, when the 
original domestic allotment plan of 
voluntary production control in- 
cluded only cotton and wheat -as 
basic commodities. 

Legislation passed at this session, 
or regarded as certain to be passed, 
adds beef and dairy cattle, peanuts, 
rye, barley, flax, grain sorghum, 
corn, hogs, dairy products, tobacco 
and rice to the list. 

With all of these agricultural 
products classified as basic com- 
modities, the AAA will face a her- 
culean task calling for more than 
a dozen programs, applying to as 
many groups of farmers, and the 
levying of processing taxes which 
will bring in a revenue of approx- 
imately a billion dollars a year. 

An idea of the immensity of the 

task can be gathered irom the fact 
that during the next few weeks 
more than 2,000,000 checks will 
be mailed from Washington to cot- 
ton and hog farmers. 
Tt will mean that the AAA will 
have to have an organization in each 
of the upwards of 2,000 counties 
in the country, that the acreage 
and past production records of 
many millions of farmers will have 
to be carefully checked and the 
Size of their checks then be fig- 
ured out. 

The task will require the labor 
of a small army of clerks and the 
expenditure of huge sums for Sala- 
ries and overhead expenses. 


OTTO H. KAHN. 

The death of Otto H. Kahn, New 
York banker, marks the passing 
not only of an outstanding inter- 
national financier, but of a sincere 
lover of the arts whose contribu- 
tions have added materially to the 
development of cultural life in 
America. 

He was best known to Atlantans 
as a backer of the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company, which he 
accompanied on several of its an- 
nual spring trips to this city.

It all sounds very sus- 
picious and news of this sort offsets 
in a large measure the declarations 
made by Japanese statesmen and am- 
bassadors as to their country’s utter- 
a intentions. 

hat is going to happen out there? 
Who is menacing Japanese security? 
Is America? It the U. 8. 8S. R.? No- 
body believes this any more, for no 
government on earth would have sub- 
mitted to the pinpricks, the humilia- 
tions and the’ toe-stepping which 
Japan has inflicted on Russia in the 
last few years. It is all very well 
to say Russia has ambitions in China 
and Manchuria, in spite of her as- 
surances that she does not want “an 
inch of other people’s territory, but 
Russia, after all, abides by_ that 
declaration of principle. Not Russia 
invaded Manchuria, Japan did. Not 
Russia is talking of liberating the 
millions of Hindus “oppressed by the 
British yoke in India,” but Japanese 
magazines do. Not Russia is fright- 
ening Holland in respect to that coun- 
try’s possessions in the far east, but 
Holland has just now been forced to 
prohibit Japanese ships from calling 
at outlying ports of New Guinea and 
also to tell Japanese settlers to clear 
out of her island possessions, where, 
it was discovered, the Japanese set- 
tlers were always picking positicns of 
strategic importance for settlement. 

We are not animated by any chau- 
vinist sentiment in regard to Japan. 
I am a great admirer of the Japanese 
people, of its culture and folklore and 
traditions, but I am afraid that the 
Japanese people have very little to 
say about that policy of expansion 
on the Asiatic continent, which seems 
to be Japan’s firmly fixed program. I 
am afraid that we are only living 
through a pause at the present mo- 
ment and that Japan, after capturing 
Manchuria and Jehol and Mongolia, 
is merely consolidating her position 
there preparatory to a new aggres- 
sive campaign. All the evidence points 
in that direction. It may be objected 
that this is merely circumstantial evi- 
dence. So be it. 

What we would like to hear from 
Japan is something more convincing 
than talk of peace and work for war. 
There is too great a divergence  be- 
tween Japanese official statement 
and actual facts. This matter inter- 
ests us vitally, for once the fat is in 
the fire out there in the far east, it 
will be unavoidable that we ourselves 
are drawn into a conflict. Herr Franz 
von Papen may hold that a true Ger- 
man detests dying in bed, that he 
wants to die on the battlefield, but 
we are not Germans. We have other 
ideals. We want to live. Death is no

SO THE PROTEIN QUARRELS 
WITH THE STARCH? 

My husband, Mrs. Wiseacre informs 
me, suffered for years with an exag- 
gerated form of gas, causing periods 
of excessive belching that lasted for 
hours, almost always at night. Three 
of our best physicians—X-ray exami- 
nations—chemical tests . . . noth- 
ing helped him. Then I heard of Dr. 
H 


Hay, Hay, haven’t I heard that 
name before? 

I found he had published a book 
on his theory of eating. Through a 
friend I secured the book. I began 
serving all my husband’s meals accord- 
ing to the advice in the book. Today 
my husband is a well man. I think 
he ate too much starchy food, white 
bread and potatoes. Neither is ever 
on my table now. . ‘ 
Mrs. Wiseacre kindly sends a clip- 
ping from a_ hoosty-tootsy magazine 
in which I read that “no human 
stomch can be expected to be acid 
and akaline at the same time” and 
that according to Dr. Hay when starch 
and protein meet in the stomach or 
during the same meal, fermentation, 
or indigestion, results. 

It is entirely reasonable to believe 
that the restrictions of diet imposed 
by Mrs. Wiseacre on her husband 
brought about this improvement. When 
she says his ailment or complaint was 
“exaggerated form of gas” she tells 
nothing about the nature of the trou- 
ble, for gas is not a cause but only 
an effect of the trouble in any case. 
Gas never causes pain, but pain, and 
pain anywhere, may account for ex- 
cessive distention by gas or air. 
When anybody habitually or even 
oecasionaly or just socially overeats 
he usually makes his greatest strides 
in the consumption of carbohydrates 
—sugars and starches. So the re- 
striction of. the amount of these de- 
lectable foods is the first essential 
in correcting whatever evil the over- 
eating may have caused. 

There is a modicum of sense in the 
assertion that no stomach can be acid 
and albaline at the same time. But 
why should anybody want to have a 
stomach that could be that? 

To all the other millions of Wise- 
acres in Yankeeland I call particular 
attention to the plausibility yet the 
downpght absurdity of the wording of 
the passage quoted from the maga- 
zine: “When starch and protein meet 
there during the same meal, fermenta- 
tion, or indigestion, results.” One 
might with as sound logic say that if 
some starch encounters some protein 
in the stomach, indignation, or con- 
sternation results. 

If the Wiseacres had even an ele- 
mentary knowledge of physiology they 
would not be such easy picking for 
the charlatans. cultists and nostrum 
mongers. Well do these business in- 
terests know that. So all the chil- 
dren get in school under the name of 
| Physiology and hygiene is a line of

Mr. Touhy and his muscles were 
tried for kidnaping Jake Factor and, 
in the second hearing of the case, 
were convicted and sentenced to 99 
years in prison. They had no defen- 
sive evidence except the statements 
of an accomplice named Basil Bang- 
hart, who described himself as a 
thief by trade and acknowledged that 
in his little household scheme a ma- 
chine gun was a familiar and essen- 


tial tool.

Time ginning to see for with- 
in hours after the 
finding of the verdict the Illinois su- 
preme court came in with a decision 
reversing a conviction in another case 
on the ground that the grand jury 
which wrote the original indictment 
was not drawn according to every 
syllable and comma of the statute. 
Inasmuch as Touhy and his colleagues 
were indicted by a grand jury which 
was drawn the same way, a similar 


will be made by their counsel, Wil- 
liam Scott Stewart, the hoodlum’s 
mouthpiece in Chicago.

over his counsel made a mistake in 
attempting to preserve his reputation 
at _the risk of his freedom. They 
claimed he was just upset, not drunk, 
and thought the young samaritan was 
trying to jack-roll him. With the 
heat still on, he was convicted of as- 
sault with intent to kill and sen- 
tenced to from 1 to 14 years. 


The conviction was then reversed 
on trial errors and Mr. Stewart took 
over his defense. But he said to hell 
with the old man’s reputation and in- 
sisted on proving that he was drunk. 
Moreover, the heat was off by this 
time. If a man shoots another man 
while drunk that is a mere social er- 
ror. Being drunk he can have no re- 
sponsible intent to do anything. So 
Mr. Stewart got the old man of with 
a fine of $100 for simple assault. 


The boy then got a judgment for 
$12,000 against Gilday, but a con- 
tractor stepped in first with a levy 
on a $70,000 building which the old 
man owned and the old man disap- 
peared. But, although the victim can’t 
collect his money you may feel rea- 
sonably sure that Mr. Stewart got 
his. Mr. Stewart is no amateur 
mouthpiece. 


The supreme court 
verdict outlawing the 
grand jury’s may have 
ae the effect of a great 
jail delivery for criminals who have 
been sent away under indictments 
similarly drawn. Nevertheless, the 
law is the law and though the ob- 
servance of the law may frustrate 
law enforcement, that is something 
which will have to be attended to by 
due process of law if civilization is 
to be maintained. 

Otherwise you have lawlessness, 
disorder and anarchy, don’t you? 


The two young men who were 
lynched in California will never kid- 
nap and murder again because they 
are permanently dead, but that seems 
a paltry boon when you come to 
think that they did not have the legal 
chance to repudiate their confessions, 
plead insanity, claim they were drunk 
and therefore without intent, parade 
their sorrowing relatives, wearing 
their lodge buttons for the jury to 
see, and, in the course of years, to 
emerge from prison and kidnap and 
kill somebody e’e. 

I am glad to be put right. 

_It would have»been a pretty ter- 
rible thing for this civilization if 
Roger Touhy and the boys had been 
lynched. Lynching degrades a com- 
munity. But kidnaping is different. 
It sort of tones up a place.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—)— 
A new proposal for government own- 
ership of power plants came from Sen- 
ator Norris, of Nebraska, today at 
the same time the trade commission 
was receiving fresh testimony that 


public officials had been bribed by a 
power company. 

The Nebraska independent repub- 
lican said public ownership appeared 
to be the only ray of hope for com- 
batting “the universality of activities 
of the power trust that exists in near- 
ly @very locality in the United States.” 

“Regulations will not cure the evil,” 
he said. “We have tried that long 
enough to know that the power trust 
regulates the regulators.” 

A. M. McDermott, an examiner for 
the commission, testified that the 
Paris, Tenn., municipal power plant 
had been bought by the Kentucky- 
‘Tennessee Light & Power Company 
through the bribery of George L. Fry- 
er, the Paris city attorney. The Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee company is a _ sub- 
sidiary of the Associated Gas & Elec- 
trie Company. 

A district court decision which re- 
ported Fryer had been bribed was 
later overruled on the ground that 
the city had waited too long about 
seeking redress on the sale contract. 
The court said it did not consider the 
other questions involved, 

Fraud Charge Denied. 

In a statement in New York, the 
Associated Gas & Electric Company 
pointed to the decision as showing that 
the “charge of fraud was not sustain- 
ed.” It said the negotiations were con- 
ducted by a man, not an employe of 
the company. who bought the plant 
and resold it to the Kentucky-Tennes- 
see company. 

Norris was discussing testimony 
given the trade commission yesterday 
that State Senator Warrer T. Thayer, 
of New York, has asked Associated 
Gas & Electric Company for election 
expenses and expressed the hope that 
his work “during the past session was 
satisfactory to your company.”

Finding the Game-Going 
Trick 


“T held 6 1-2 hcnor-tricks, Mr. Cul- 
bertson, but couldn’t make three no- 
trump. What is wrong with the 4-5- 
6 rule?” inquires a correspondent in 
submitting the hand below. 

Before showing the hand, I might 
say in passing that there are rare 
hands at the bridge table which, de- 
spite the possession of many honor- 
tricks, do not develop low-card tricks, 
but generally speaking, these hands 
are rare indeed, and the fault most 
often rests with the technique of the 
player rather than the location of the 
cards. There are other methods of 
attack than frontal attack, and it is 
one of the charms of bridge that both 
attack and defense assume _ various 
— with the varying location of the 
cards.

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UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 
This is the first year since 1923 
with Easter on the same date as April 
Fool’s Day. The day of “fooling” is 
regular, always arriving on April 1; 
but Easter may come as early as 
March 22 or as late as April 25. 

Last year Easter came on April 
16, and next year it is to be celebrated 
on April 21 

If we keep the present calendar, 
and the present system of setting the 
date of Easter, the feast will come 
on March 24 in 1940; and on a very 
late date, April 25, in 1943. 

The date for Easter is supposed 
to be set for “the first Sunday after 
the full moon which comes on or 
after March 21,” but the full moon 
is not figured according to the actual 
full moon. There is an old church 
method of figuring full moons, and 
Easter may not arrive on the first 
Sunday after a full moon. 

The month which now stretches be- 
fore us—April—once was called 
That was in honor 
of an Anglo-Saxon goddess named 
“Eoster” or “Easter.” Anglo-Saxons 
who settled in Great Britain 1,500 
years ago brought with them many 
stories of gods and goddesses:. and 
high among the deities was Easter, 
ruler of spring and light. 

Notice that “Easter” ' 
direction “East.” The words have the 
same root. As we look eastward in 
the early morning, we see the sun as 


it shines once more on our part of 
the earth. ‘ 
April is the first full month in 


which daylight lasts longer than dark- 
ness. That may be another reason 
why Anglo-Saxons’ turned their 
thoughts toward the sun during their 
“Easter month.” 

We call the modern feast “Easter,” 
but that is not the name used in 
Spain, France and Italy. Those coun- 


tries, and several others, have a name 
for Easter which arose from the old 


is like the 


Jewish name for “Passover.” The 
Christian Easter is different from the 
Jewish Passover; but in some coun- 
tries the names are much alike. 


If anyone tries to fool you on 
April 1, you may be able to make a 
quick reply. If a person says, “You 
have a hole in your stocking,” and 
laughs when you forget the date and 
look down, you may have the laugh 
on him by saying, “Yes, there are 
hundreds of holes in my stockings.” 
That will be correct, because the 
threads in every stocking are so 
w@ven as to leave many tiny holes. 


The answer to the fooling may not 
be so simple as that: but at least 
you may keep your wits about you, 
and make a ready answer if you can, 
In any event, smile if you are fooled. 
and do not let it trouble you. A good 
friend will not fool you in a way 
“that causes harm.

I can see 
Bobby Walthour yet, riding along that old indoor track 
in Nashville, his ribbons fluttering and the tires making 
a whir on the boards.”’ 


Barney Oldfield, the hero of the roaring road and of the 
speedways in the old days when life was lustier and when all 
the girls looked like Mae West, was in the office recalling his 
old days as a bike rider. : 

He and Bobby Walthour, one of Atlanta’s champions, 
rode their first professional race together at Nashville 
just after the Centennial at what is now Centennial park 
in that citv. That was in 1896. 


“We had been riding as amateurs,” said Barney. . “‘l was 
a paid amateur. I was getting $75 per month and all expenses 
aS an amateur. | guess | was just like the amateur tennis play- 
ers of today.” 


He puffed that cigar which is a part of his character, 
a sort of trade-mark. It was getting short and he 
reached helplessly about in his pockets and finding no 
cigars pulled out cigarets. I leaped to my coat for a 
cigar. I wouldn’t see Barney Oldfield without a cigar. 


Barney began his career as a bike champion in 1894. He 
is, since Jim Corbett passed on, the oldest champion stil] mak- 
ing a living off the glory of his name. He started one year 
after Corbett knocked out John L. Sullivan. 


MANAGERS WERE MANAGERS. 
Managers were managers in Barney Oldfield’s days. 
| “I got me,” he said, ‘‘the best manager I could find, when 
|I turned professional. I didn’t/hunt up one | thought would be 
smart. | hunted up the one which had the loudest checked suit, 
the most diamonds and a silk hat. And the one who bought 
the most champagne. 

“Our heroes among the champions in those days 
were fellows like John L. Sullivan who were loud-talk- 
ing and loud-dressing. They used to come into the

| ‘We didn’t have amy champions like Bobby Jones, Gene 
Tunney and fellows like that. And so I got me a manager 
_whose suit was loud and whose diamonds glittered and whose 
high hat had a sheen to it. When he spent the dough | had 
_earned for champagne | thought it was swell. 

“A couple of hundred dollars was a lot of money 
and I was in the racing game and looking at motorcycles 
which had just come in.” 

“Barney,” | asked, ‘“‘when you first started fooling around 

with gasoline did you have any idea, did you ever dream about 
what the possibilities were? ’”’ 
| “No,” he said, ‘‘! was just a punk kid who had grad- 
uated by request from an Ohio high school at the age 
of 14 and I didn’t know. I thought the racing end of 
it was the life. I wasn’t smart like Henry Ford and 
others who make millions out of it.” 
Barney Oldfield depreciates himself a bit. He has always 
| been a great champion. And his name still is synonymous with 
speed and all that it means. And there is a glamor about his 
name which the magnates never would achieve. And Barney 
is doing well—always has—in the automobile business.

Rule Changes 
Would Speed 
Up Game 


Efforts to speed up the offense and 
add to scoring in basketball were evi- 
dent in the proposed rules demonstrat- 
ed at the Atlanta Athletic Club here 
last night by two teams before a 
gathering of the National Basketball 
Coaches’ Association, 

Three proposed rules changes were 
demonstrated by the Pittsburgh and 
Illinois Wesleyan quintets., 

The first was an evident effort to 
keep equal number of men in a zone 
bounded by a line drawn from side 
The rule was that no 
more defensive men could be inside 
the foul-line zone than offensive. The 
rule was evidently aimed at some de- 
fensives, which many claim have 
slowed the game. 

The second was a revival of the 
man-to-man defense. e 10-second 
rule was abolished requiring the of- 
fensive team, when gaining possession 
of the ball in enemy territory to ad- 
vance it past the center line. Phe mid- 
line was abolished and each defensive 
player was required to stay with his 
man no matter where he went once 
a Started guarding him on a certain 
play. 

The third was revival of the old 
“sleeper” play whereby the defensive 
team must keep a man in the “hole” 
or near his own basket. In other words 
only four men could be on defense 
against the invading offense. This 
rule would revive a play which prac- 
tically went out with the five-man de- 
fense and would add to the scoring. 

The man-to-man defense rule drew 
the greater praise of the three from 
the gathered coaches. It would bring 
back fast basketball and fast of-

Nation’s Chief ‘Basketball 
Mentors Will End Ses- 
sions Here Today.

There must be more experimenting 
before the nation’s chief basketball 
mentors will sanction two-foot higher 
goals. * 

Arguments on various proposed 
changes occupied Friday’s session of 
the National Basketball Coaches’ As- 
sociation but they put off voting on 
recommendations to the rules commit- 
tee until the final meeting Saturday. 

However, F, C. (Phog) Allen, chief 
baeker of the move to raise the goals 
from 10 to 12 feet, told the coaches 
that, although he favored the eleva- 
tion, thera should be further research 
in the matter before definite action 
was taken. 

CHAIRMAN REPORTS. 

John Bunn, of Stanford, chairman 
of the coaches’ research committee, 
reported in a letter to the convention 
that elevation of the basker would cut 
field goals made from scrimmage by 
two-thirds. Bunn said the advantage 
of tall men was lessened by the new 
level, as they couldn’t get the bal) 
under the basket as easily as hereto 
fore. 

The Pacific coast team’s coach, who 
conducted extensive experiments with 
the aid of Stanford students, reported 
more long shooting and less roughing 
when the raised baskets were used. 
However, he added that players com- 
plained of cramped arms and wrists 
when shooting at the 12-foot goals. 

Wade Lambert, of Purdue, and 
George Keogan, of Norte Dame, ex- 
pressed alarm at the tendency they 
said they have noticed of many high 
school teams paying too much atten- 
tion to defense. They said teams would 
get down under their own goals and 
refuse to come out after the ball. 
Low-score games, causing decreased in- 
terest among the spectators were the 
result, they said. 

PAINT BALL BLACK. 

A suggestion that both the basket- 
ball and the net under the hoop be 
finted black was advanced by Art 
ahler, of Brown University. Kahler 
said the colored ball would be easier 
for the spectators to see and the net 
would offer a better target. Allen, of 
Kansas, disagreed, saying the black 
ball would blend too well with the 
spectators and the present white net 
under the black rim offered a much 
better target. 

Bill Chandler, of Marquette, pro- 
posed that free throws given for fouls 
made at the other end of the court be 
moved back to the edge of the foul- 
lane circle. He said this would give 
the advantage to free throws resulting 
from fouls made under or near the 
basket. Another coach advocated in- 
creasing the size of the hoop from 18 
to 20 inches, but his suggestion was 
countered by one to decrease the size 
of the ball. 

CROWDS GAIN. 

Increased attendance in the east 
and mid-west were reported by coaches 
from that section, but southern men- 
tors said crowds in this section fell 
off this year. Inferior teams were 
given as the reason for the decrease.

‘Aid for Veterans 


Says Armstrong, Head of U.S.W.V. 


Has Only Scion. 


Work for the restoration of vet- 
erans’ benefits has only begun with 
the passage of the independent offices 
bill, General William Armstrong, 
of Racine, . Wis., commander-in-chief 
of the United Spanish War Vetérans, 
said Friday nigat *< an address at a 
meeting sponsored we Lee-Roosevelt 
encampment, U..8. V., at the Ans- 
ley hotel. 

General Armstrong said that now 
that the veterans have succeeded in 
obtaining restoration of 75 per cent 
of their pensions, the agen 
against the veterans probably will be 
increased greatly, and that all vet- 
erans of wars should join veterans’ 
organizations and band together in a 
common fight. 

Advocating immediate cash payment 
of adjusted compensation, he said that 
contractors who suffered losses when 
the war ended. were paid promptly 
in cash, Many suicides are traceable 
to the government’s failure to keep its 
contract to care for the veterans, he 
charged. 

General 


Armstrong severely at- 


tacked the National Economy tokens 
for its fight on veterans’ compensa- 
tion, and said that “the men who 
made money out of the war should pay 
the freight.” He urged that “we 
stop the accumulation of great wealth 
by the few at the expense of the 
many.” 

General neeetnes said that his- 
tory today does not teach children 
enough ob war to instill aang 
and commented that in sections where 
historical information -has been pre- 
served, as in the east and southeast, 
there is an absence of communistic 
agitation, but that “in the middle- 
west men born in this country and 
produced in our public schools are 
on the soap boxes advocating the over- 
throw of the American form of gov- 


munism.” 

He was introduced by Ralph Steck- 
el, state commander. Charles W. 
Bernhardt, commander of the post, 
presided. General Armstrong leaves 
for his home this morning.

May Create Unjustified 
Uncertainty in Nation. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(/)— 
A quick end to the investigation of 
Dr. William A. Wirt’s charges of 
brain trust communists was forecast 
today by democratic congressional 
leaders who said it might create un- 
justified uncertainty about the recov- 
ery program. 

These leaders among them Speaker 
Rainey. made clear, however, that they 


felt certain there was nothing basically 
wrong. They denied the country was 
en route to communism, 

A long investigation now, they said, 
might create unjustified suspicion and 
dissatisfaction which in itself would 
keep the administration’s admitted ex- 
periments from working. Not until 
the program has had a chance, Rainey 
told reporters, should there be any un- 
settling influences. 

Mindful of the political implications 
of the question and of predictions that 
it might develop into a campaign is- 
sue, leaders were choosing the investi- 
gating committee’s membership care- 
fully. If it is a five-man committee, 
three will be democrats and two re- 
‘publicans. 

Along with other leaders, Rainey 
was treating humorously the charges 
by Dr. William A. Wirt, the Gary, } 
ind., professor, that some administra- 
tion advisers lean too strongly toward 
communism. 

Meanwhile, the republicans con- 
tinued to insist that the investigation 
which will start next week under the 
direction of Representative Bulwinkle, 
democrat, North Carolina, should be a 


broad one.

Last night I sat out in the sum- 
mer house and enjoyed the color of 
the blossoms of my Japanese mulber- 
ry in the moonlight. It might even 
have been spring, but I have a queer 
feeling that we have not seen the last 
of winter. I suppose that this comes 
about as a result of the very much 
upset condition of the breeding sea- 
son of the frogs that resulted from a 
chaotic winter. Maybe the icy one 
has retreated to the arctic and will 
let the buds and blossoms come riot- 
ing forth in all their beauty. 

Reid Hunter tells me that the ery- 
thronium is in bloom at Stone Moun- 
tain.
